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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but are moot in view 
of the new ground(s) of rejection. While Nordquist et al. clearly teach the selective absorption of 
radiation by tissue, such is based on the introduction of a photosensitizer. Altshuler et al. teach 
the selective absorption of radiation by various endogenous body elements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Application Publication US 2002/0173780 to Altshuler et al. Altshuler et al. disclose 
using light for the treatment of a patient's tissue wherein the optimum spectrum of the lamp is 
determined by the treatment target (paragraph 0127). Altshuler et al. further discloses the 
absorption in tissue is based on the absorption of water, hemoglobin, oxyhemoglobin, melanin, 
lipid and protein (paragraph 0064) thus establishing it is known how various elements within a 
body absorb different wavelengths (Fig. 3). The optimum wavelength is selected to yield a 
temperature of the epidermis (adjacent tissue) that is lower than temperature of thermal 
necrosis, while achieving a temperature of the target that is higher than temperature of thermal 
necrosis (paragraph 0127). The wavelength may be selected by filtering of a broadband light 
source (Figs. 7a-7c), the wavelengths disclosed include from 800-1400 nanometers. Altshuler 
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et al. teach tissue damage occurs above about 65 °C (paragraph 0077). The method may be 
used to treat tissue lesions. The radiation may be provided via a waveguide (paragraph 0008). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
